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TRIANGLE OWNERS 
ACQUITTED BY JURY 


Harris and Blanck Leave Court 
with a Strong Police Guard 
‘to Protect Them. 


— — 


THE JURORS SMUGGLED OUT 


Throng in the Street Hisses and Re- 
viles the Defendants—To be Tried 
on Another Indictment. 


The jury in the case of Isaac Harris and 
Max Bianck, owners of the Triangle 
Waist Company at Washington Place and 
Green Street, where 147 persons lost their 
lives in a fire on March 25 last, who have 
been on trial in General Sessions for man- 
slaughter in the first and second degrees, 
brought in a verdict of not guilty yester- 
day after being out an hour and forty- 
five minutes. 

Judge Crain praised the jurors for the 
close. attention they had given to the 
case, and then gave orders that they be 
smuggled out of the courtroom by a rear 
entrance. Harris'and Blanck were taken 
into the Judge's chambers, where a squad 
of policemen lead them through a maze 
of courtrooms to the Tombs Court, 
through which they finally left the build- 
ing, surrounded by a guard of policemen 
and detectives. They. were escorted to 
the Worth Street Subway station amid 
the hissing’ and reviling of relatives of 
victims of the fire, who were kept out of 
the courtroom by order of Judge Craig. 

The scene in the courtroom when the 
Jury annouriced its verdict was common- 
Place enough, and no demonstration was 
made: Outside, however, there was ex- 
citement and confusion. Men rushed 
about shouting: “ Harris and Blanck are 

acquitted!’ while lawyers gathered in 
gtoups and freely diseussed Judge Crain’s 
charge. Many of them commented upon 
the fact that he had failed to make any 
mention of the number of lives lost, or 
of the lécked door in the waist factory. 
One well-known criminal lawyer said it 
was also strange that no mention was 
made of the witnesses for the defense, 
who first made sworn statements to the 
District. Attorney that the door was 
locked and then testified in court that 
it was open. 

Judge Crain’s Charge. 

Judge Crain in his charge first ex- 

Plained the law applicable to the case, 
and said that the Distriet Attorney con- 
tended that Margaret Schwartz met her 
death as the result of the Washington 
Place door on the ninth floor of the fac- 
tory being locked. In charging the. jurf 
on this point he said: 
- * Because they are charged with a# fel- 
ony, I charge you that before you find 
tLese defendants guilty of manslaughter 
in. the tirst” degreé, you ‘iust find that’ 
this dcor was locked. If it was locked? 
and locked with the knowledge of the 
defendants, you must also find beyond a 
reasonable doubt that such locking caused 
the death of Margaret Schwartz. If these 
men were charged with a misdemeanor I 
might charge you that they need have no 
knowledge that the door was locked, but 
I think that in this case it is proper for 
me to charge that they must have had 
Personal knowledge of the fact that it 
was locked.” 

The jury retired at 2:50 o'clock and 
filed in again at 4:36. Before they con- 
sented to leave the jury room they made

‘Before the jury renders its verdict I 
wish to say that there must not be any 
demonstration of any kind: in this court- 
room, and wish to warn all those fn the 
rear of the room that there must be un- 
qualified silence.”

There was no certainty at nightfall 
yesterday that the white dove of peace 
will perch over the Citizens’ Peace Dinner 
at the Waldorf on Saturday night. She 
may be affrighted off prematurely by the 
sizzling language of Col. Theodore Roose- 
velt as to peate treaties and those who 
favor them, contained in a seven-page 
letter written to Secretary Millard J. 
Bloomer of the committee several weeks 
ago, and to be launched before the pub- 
lic, by arrangement with the ex-Presi- 
dent, on Saturday afternoon, just ahead 
of the dinner. 

As a matter of fact, Senator Stephen M. 
Griswold, one of the committee, said last 
night that he himself, speaking practical- 
ly for the committee, had another almost 
official ‘‘ personal’’ invitation sent to the 
Colonel to attend the dinner yesterday 
morning, and that inasmuch as he had 
not yet received a reply he was still hop- 
ing that the Colonel would attend the 
dinner. However, it was made pretty 
clear to inquirers at The Outlook office by 
Col. Roosevelt that he would not attend 
the dinner. 

“I’m not hungry,”’ he explained.

RUSSIAN BILL WOULD 
EXCLUDE ALL JEWS 


New Legislative Proposal Also 
Raises Tariff Rates by 
100 Per Cent. 


WASHINGTON NOT ALARMED 


New Treaty Negotiations Not to be 
Undertaken . Until After Conven- 
tions—Two Treaties Probable. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Dec. 27.—A _ sup- 
plementary legislative proposal of a 
frankly prohibititve character was intro- 
duced by the Natioz:ailists in the Duma to- 
day. Ht is aimed directly at the United 
States. 

According to the terms of the proposed 
enactment American citizens of the Jew- 
ish religion are to be totally excluded 
from Russie, and in the second place cus- 
toms duties are to be raised by 100 per 
cent. unless t Russian normal schedule 
is lower than the American. In that case 
a duty equaling the American duty wil 
be collected, 

The author of the bill states that the 
last provision is necessary in order to 
deal with the imports of American agri- 
cultural machinery. 

The remaining points of the proposed 
bill cofrespénd in virtually every partic- 
ular with the bill introduced on Dec, 22 
by ex-President Guchkoff providing for 
tariff schedules applicable to the United 
States at the ‘expiration of the Russo- 
ae commerce and navigation treaty 
of 183: 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 27.—Except as 
indicating the exent of Russian resent- 
ment at the action of the United States 
in abrogating the treaty of 1832, the in- 
troduction in the Duma to-day of another 
bill attacking the American export trade 
with Russia is not regarded with much 
concern in official circles here. Even_it 
the measufe should be adopted by the 
Duma it would require the approval of 
the Imperial Council and of the Emperor 
to become law. In any case it could not 
take effect before Jan. 1, 1913, because of 
the continuance until that date of the 
present treaty, with its fawored-nation 
clause. 

Indications are that negotiations for a 
new treaty will not be undertaken seri- 
ously before next September. In_ the 
interim. the Russian elections will have 
been held and the great American quad- 
rennial political conventions will ave 
nee into. history. Removed from all 
ikelihood of political influence in either 
country, it is felt, that the. negotiations 
can then be conducted in a calm and ju- 
dicial manner. 

That there will be two treaties instead 
of one is regarded as probable. One would 
deal entirely with matters of trade and 
commerce and the other would relate 
to matters of citizenship and naturaliza- 
tion, which, of course, would involve some 
treatment of. the Jewish question. The 
adoption of this course may be suggested 
by the Russian Government.

GETS SEVEN YEARS 


Warze Led a Band of Parisian 
Thieves While a Police 
Chief. 








SENT TO EXPOSE OWN CRIMES 


A Confederate Exposed Him; and He 
Gave Himself Up After a Year's 
Search for’ Him. 


Bnerial Cable ta Tem New Vorw Times. 
PARIS, Dec. 27.—The amazing career 
Alexander Warze, one of the most 
reputed chiefs of the secret police 
of Paris, who for four years succeeded 
in retaining the entire trust of his 
superiors, Prefect Lepine included, 
while all the time being the myste- 
rious head of a notorious band of 
thieves, was brought to an end to-day, 
when a sentence of seven years’ penal 
servitude with ten years in exile was 
passed on him. 

The whole story was quite as unreal 
and as exciting as anything ever imag- 
ined by fiction writers. As already 
related in these dispatches at the time, 
after days of fruitless search, his ar- 
rest was only effected when Warze 
himself walked into the office of the 
Police Chief and gave himself up. 

At the trial Warze, although. agree- 
ing that he lived a double life, insist- 
ed that he was. not guilty, and that 
the charges brought against him were 
only revenge on the part of mem- 
bers of an Apache band, who had 
planned to get him out of their way 
by this unusual method. 

Despite his defense, however, Warze 
got a very heavy sentence, only sur- 
passed by that imposed on a confed- 
erate, who got ten years in jail and 
ten years in exile. Five other members 
of the band got from two to five years 
each. 


Warze gave himself up to the Paris 
police last April, after he had been de- 
tailed by the Prefect of Police to investi- 
gate the very crimes and. robberies that 


he himself had planned and executed. As 
a criminal he took the name of “ Nick 
Carter,’ and in his life carried out the 
double réle of detective and thief strange- 
ly similar to the fictitious exploits of 
Leblane’s character of Arséne Lupin, who, 
in the later stories, while being the clev- 
erest criminal in Paris, also becomes 
Chief of the French detectives. Warze 
was betrayed by a petty thief arrested 
after he had escaped detection and even 
suspicion for more than @ year. 

For twelve months Warze was the head 
and front of a gang of criminals of a 
very dangerous kind. Warze was put on 
their trail and enjoyed a fine holiday 
planning new robberies, in the meantime 
sending in reports of progress to the 
Prefect of Police. He was,once sent to a 
certain resort in Montmartre by _ his 
chief on a clue that showed the ‘ Nick 
Carter ’’ gang to be there. Warze is said 
to have led the police into a blind alley 
and then given the ‘signal to his gang.

SMOKED HERRING KILLS 36. 


Other Men Who Ate It in the Berlin 
Municipal Shelter Are Dying. 


BERLIN, Dec. 27.—Eighteen inmates of 
the Berlin Municipal Shelter for the 
Homeless died last night and eighteen 
others to-day from poisoning, and forty 
more are in a serious condition from the 
“same cause. Severai of these are dying. 

The number of destitute men who took 
refuge in the institution last night was 
4,414, Some of them brought with them 
scraps of extra food in order to give a 
Christmas touch to the frugal meal of 
bread and soup served out to them by the 
authorities. is extra food consisted in 
many cases of spoiled smoked herring, of 
which a large number partook. 

Shortly after — groans were 
heard from the do tories, of which 
there are about forty, and the officials on 
making an investigation found several 
men dying and others in convulsions. 

The physician attached to the institution 
at once applied emetics and at the same 
time telephoned for help from the city 
hospitals, but the state of many of the 
men was hopeless. Eighteen of them died 
in a short time and eighteen others to- 


day.

MAILS NOT TO DELAY LINERS. 


The Olympic the First to Discharge 
Them After Docking. 


The White Star liner Olympic arrived 
yesterday from Southampton via Cher- 
bourg several hours late owing to the 
fog which hung over the harbor.

Instead’ of being delayed at Quarantine 
for two hours the Olgmpic went right 
to her pier after being passed by the 
doctor, and her mails were discharged 
into the Post Office tenders after she 
was made fast. «It is understood that this 
new departure on the part of the Post 
Office authorities was brought about 
chiefly by the complaints made recently 
by Captains of liners and passengers 
about the delay, caused through having 
to unload the mails before coming to the 
pier. The Cunarder Lusitania was held 
up for two hours and the Kronprinzessin 
Cecilie of the North German Lloyd was 
delayed. three hours at Quarantine and 
nearly missed docking last Thursday 
hight altogether through the mails, as a 
fog came on while she was waiting at 
Quarantine, . . 1 .

LA FOLLETTE INVADES 
TARTS HOME STATE 


Assails Financial Power Which 
He Says is Felt in Cabinets and 
in Selecting Judiciary.

URGES RECALL FOR JUDGES 


Senator, However, Changes Prepared 
Speech and Omits Attack on the 
Supreme Court’s Recent Decisions. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CLEVELAND,, Ohio, Dec.) 27.—Opening 
his campaign for the Presidential nomi- 
nation on the Republican’ ticket ~ at 
Youngstown, Ohio, to-day before an en- 
thusiastic audience, which filled the op- 
era house there, Senator Robert M. La 
Follette of Wisconsin this evening spoke 
to an enthusiastic crowd here, beginning 
an invasion of President Taft’s home 
State, which the Progressives declare will 
result in a split delegation from Ohio to 
the National Convention, 

While making no special reference to 
his own aspirations and refraining from 
direct criticism of President Taft, he 
made it plain by inference that the Wis- 
consin idea had done much for that State, 
and wouid do as much for the Nation if 
Placed in operation under an Executive 
in sympathy with progressive sentiment. 

It had been understood that Senator La 
Follette would severely criticise the Su- 
preme Court for its decisions in the Stand- 
ard Oil and Tobacco cases, but his pre- 
pared remarks on these subjects were 
omitted. 

The meeting was In Gray’s Armory. 
Upon the appearance of the Senator the 
National Anthem was played by the 
band, and the crowd rose and cheered. 

John D, Fackler, State Secretary of the 
progressives, presented Senator La Fol- 
lette. Senator La Follette departed some- 
what from the speech he had planned by 
launching into the primary ballot law, 
charging that ‘‘ Clevelanders have been 
sitting around here being disfranchised 
for fifty years by political bosses, but it 
is not for long.” 

In his discussion of trusts, Mr. La 
Follette said the combination of corpora- 
tions was the cause of the high cost of 
living, because they controlled prices,. and 
that ‘‘God Almighty never made a board 
of directors gooc enougi to control the 
homes and families of an -Amer‘can 
citizen.”’ 

During Senator La Follette’s arraign- 
ment of the banking institutions of the 
country, Frank Rockefelier, a brother of 
John D. Rockefelier, sat on the platform 
wearing a committeeman’s badge. 

‘With all my respects for the courts, 
I do not feel that they are so holy that 
they are incorruptible,’’ he said. ‘ There 
are Judges who have served corporate in- 
terests so long that they can’t “see 
straight. They mean to be honest, but they 
can't hold the scales ‘of: justice level. We 
progressives stand for appiying the re- 
call to the Judges.” 

Senator La Follette launched into a 
discussion of Elbert H. Gary’s plan for 
Federal regulation of prices as a relief 
from monopoly. Mr. La Follette said he 
had no patience with this nfethod. In ‘his 
analysis he went further and sai@ that 
ultimately the Government woulé have to 
fix prices of labor, hotirs of employment, 
and compensation of original producers in 
order to fix accurately the prices. to be 
offered the consumers. 

Instead of the Gary plan or the Taft 
plan of a Federal license for incorpora- 
tions, Senator La Follette proposed his 
own plan for a commission on restraint of 
trade to relieve the country of the condi- 
tion in which he finds it. The Sénator

A tremendous power has grown up 
fn the country in recent years. Again 


and again it has proved strong enough 
to. nominate the candidate of both politi- 
cal parties. It rules in the organization 
of legislative bodies, State and National, 
and the committees which frame legis- 
lation. Its influence is felt in Cabinets 
and in the policies of. administrations. 
Its influence is seen in the appointment 
of Braeceting officers and the selection 
of Judges upon the bench. 

“In finance its power is unlimited. In 
large affairs it gives or withholds credit, 
and from time to time contracts or in- 
flates the volume of the money required 
for the transaction of the business of the 
country, regardless of everything except- 
ing its own profits.

“Elasticity in our currency 
is imperative, and must be secured, but 
any plan to secure it, like that of the 
proposed National Reserve Association, 
which puts contro] in the hands of the 
banks and moneyed interests, ~ will 
strengthen the power of the trusts to get 
capital and to keep competitors from 
getting it. Any such plan must be con- 
trolled by the people. It is the people’s 
money that is expected to give security 
to-any plan, and the people’s money must 
not be controlled by those who, on the 
lea of elasticity, will be able.to use it to 

ill competitors of the trusts, 

“At any time within the last ten or 
fifteen years whenever a voice has been 
raised in protest, it has been silenced or 
discredit as an attack upon business

TAKES UP INTERVIEW AGAIN| 


And Says the Newspaper Knew It Was/| 


Gulity of “Deliberate and 
Wilful Untruth.” 


No new members of the Ananias Club 


were elected, appointed, or announced 
yesterday. On the contrary, Col, Roose- 
velt' declared that The Evening Post, 
which he again denounced, was not a new 
member, but a charter~member of the 
club. 

The Evening Post’s status was men- 
tioned’ in connection with a long, detatled 
account, printed by it on Tuesday, of the 
interview its reporter had with the Colonel 
last week regarding the publication of the 
Sheldon-Roosevelt letters about the Har- 
riman campaign fund of 1904, Col. Roose- 
velt accuses the newspaper of mendacity 
in attempting to faise an issue of veracity 
between himself and: Mr. Sheldon as to 
which of them took the initiative in writ- 
ing the letters and making them public. 
His original statement was that The 
Post’s story was ‘a characteristic and 
peculiarly infamous- falsehood.’ To. this 
The Evening Post replied that it. con- 
tinued to have full confidence in its re- 
porter. 

Col. Roosevelt read over yesterday the 
long account of the interview published 
in Tuesday’s Evening Post, and declared 
its course ‘‘an unpardonable piece of 
moral obliquity.’’ He dictated his state- 
ment yesterday, slowly and deliberately, 
and then called in Dr. Hamilton Wright 
Mabie of The Outlook staff and his own 
assistant secretary, G. D. Wardrop, as 
witnesses while he read over with the 
reporter the statement as he had dictated 
it. Here is the approved version: 

The Colonel’s Account of It. 

‘““What purports to be my statements 
made in The Evening Post were not taken 
down by the reporter, and so are not 
verbally accurate, excepting the brief 
statement which The Evening Post pub- 
lished on Saturday, which was taken 
down. But, according to The Evening 
Post’s own statement now printed, I ex- 
pressly stated that what I had to say 
agreed with Mr, Sheldon's statement. The 
Evening Post omitted what I was very 
careful to insert, that in the essentials, 
or substantially, I agreed with Mr. Shel- 
don’s statement, and I pointed out that 
one or two unimportant disagreements, 
such as whether we met in a train or at 
the Union League Club. (As a matter of 
fact, my memory is that we met at both 
places.) . 

‘The purpose of The Evening Post was, 
evidently, in the first place, to show that 
the action had been on my initiative in- 
stead of on Mr. Sheldon’s, and in the next 

lace to try to show some contradiction 

tween Mr. Sheldon and myself, It was 
for this reason that, as The Evening Post 
now itself admits, I explicitly stated that 
what I had to say, that is, my memory 
of the events, agreed substantially or es- 
sentially with what Mr. Sheldon had said, 
although The Evening Post is careful to 
omit this word ‘ substantially,’ or ‘in es- 
sentials," which I was careful to put'in. 

“If The> Post had been‘ content to tell 
the. truth ‘and coe ne reproduce what |. 
Said without assert ng the falsehood that 
I contradicted Mr. Sheldon, then thereJ 
would have been no need of inserting,my 
explicit statement that essentially my 
Statement agreed with Mr. Sheldon’s. 
But it was infamous to omit this state- 
ment and at the same time use sentences 
and headlines which conveyed the impres- 
sion that I had accused Mr. Sheldon of, 
falsehood. Be it remembered that the 
statement that The Evening Post pub- 
lished was as follows: 

‘** Mr. Sheldon asked’ me why the truth 
had not been stated, and very kindly 
volunteered to make the statement. I told 
him I much appreciated his courtesy and 
would be glad to have him do so.’ 

“In this statement I explicitly set forth 
that the initiative came from Mr. Shel- 
don. Mr, Sheldon, in his inerview, stated 
that this statement of mine was absolute- 
ly correct, and added, what was also ab- 
solutely correct, that he had offered me 
the correspondence for publication in The 
Outlook and.that I had then asked him to 
publish it in the press instead.

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DEFEND CHILDREN’S COURT. 
Those Who Help Young Delinquents 
Give Statistics. 


A signed statement charging that the 
attacks of Madeline Z. Doty on the ef- 
ficiency of the Children’s Court and the 
societies acting in conjunction with the 
court were based on false statistics was 
issued last night. The statement was 
made by Thomas J. Lynch, Supervisor 
of Catholic Correction Work, Dennis J. | 
Gerrity, Chairman of the Boys’ Catholic 
Parole , Committee; Margaret Hanway, 
Chairman of\the Catholic Ladies’ Com- 
mittee of the Children’s Court; Victor F. 
Ridder, Charles A, Taussig, Secretary of 
the Big Brother Movement, and Ernest 
K. Coulter, Clerk of the Children’s Court. 

Miss Doty said that in 1910 one thou- 
sand girls were brought to court, 900 on 
charges of immorality, and that in 500 
cases girls ‘were turned back ‘‘on the‘ 
streets’ with a reprimand, without being 
put under probation. The official fig- 
ures given in the signed statement are 
1,084 girls before the court, 145 charged 
with being immoral or in danger of being 
depraved; 245 below the age of seven 
years, and 573 brought in only because of 
alleged improper guardianship. The state- 
ment gives figures also for 1909, and 
says: ‘ Miss. Doty’s figures were even 
more incorrect for 1909.” 

The work of societies in connection with 
the court is given as an answer to Miss 
Doty’s charges.

A man well known throughout the 
country in what: are called .“ sporting 
circles,” when sued for breach of prom- 
isé not long ago, set up the novel de- 
fense that his reputation was so thor- 
oughly bad that every woman in the 
land was on notice that he was faith- 
less and not to be trusted. That ex- 
ploit has been outdone by ex-City 
Chamberlain Hypsz, who, in support of 
his motion for a change of venue on 
the ground that he cannot get a fair 
trial in New York or Kings County, 
produces a transcript of individual 
opinions concerning himself obtained 
from all sorts and tonditions of men 
in the two counties named as evidence 
that it. would be impossibid to impanel 
at his trial an unprejudiced jury. This 
is seid to be a novelty in our criminal 
jurisprudence, something never at- 
tempted. before. 

These expressions of opinion ¢on~ 
cerning Mr. Hypx, some 300 in number, 
were obtained by the law clerk em- 
ployed by him, who swears that he en- 
gaged the pérsons named in a general 
conversation~ about Mr. 'Hyps, and 
took note of avhat they sald. The opin- 
ious’ given were unfavorable, all of 
them, and on these opinions Mr. Hrpn 
bases his contention that the whole 
community is so prejudiced against him 
that in fairness, he ought to be tried 
in some other county.

' TIONAL PARKS, — 

“Mr. Grrrorp Prycnor would con- 
serve the National parks for’ the use 
of the people, that is, for their’ com- 
mercial utility. They should. be 
grazed, where grazing grounds exist, 
and lumbered under ‘the expert advice 
éf foresters, Mr. RICHARD B, WarTROUS, 
Secretary of the American Civic As · 
socBtion, speaks a new word. He 
says that the parks of the Natfon 
should be conserved for the desthetic 
enjoyment of its people. 

The Amerfcan Ctyic Association would 
place a head landscape gardener over 
the National parks and organize them 
into a system under the control: of a 
bureau at Washington: It does not 
object to lumbering and grazing .upon 
the parks in cases where the landscape 
gardener thinks that these commer- 
cial activities can be carried on with- 
out hindering plans for making the 
parks attractive, There is a lot in 
this idea. .

CHIEF JUSTICE RUSSELL’S CASE. 

Chief Justice Russet, of the Court 
of Special Sessions ought not to give 
way to the piteous pleadings of the 
Justices who think more of “hunting 
trips, trips to Europe, and other en- 
gagements “ than they think of the 
lives and future careers of their young 
in the Chfldren’s Courts. 
Judge. Russe. is learned in the law, 
and he was selected by Mayor "GAYNOR 
to fill his executive position y because 
of his independence of politics. His 
reputation as an executive is be- 
ing made, whether for better or for 
worse. § 

Judge RussEe..’s letter to Mr. Bron- 
SON WintHROP, Chairman of the Crim- 
inal Courts Committee of the Chafity, 
Organization Society, acknowledges 
the adyantages of sefting Judges over 
children who shall be specialists, and 
who shall give their work exclusively 
to the Children’s Courts of the greater 
city. But it betrays, also, evidences 
that the Chief Justice t letting the 
Associate Justices be the executives. 
Judge *Russ#u. alone could, not have 
guided the pencil which wrote that 
children charged with: delinquency 
must be cared for and protected, a 
principle “now openly avowed by 
statute,” following it with this ex- 
cuge: 


While the Justices of the Children's 
Court hold this maxim steadily in 
mind, they are, nevertheless, continu- 
ally forced to meet the objection of the 
police authorities and othérs who call 
for heavy penalties on account of their 
deterrent effects. ; 
A Judge can expedite his day’s work 

by disposing of sixty cases, three min- 
utes to a case, with curt deterrent sen- 
tences, adjourn ‘court, and have half 
a day of leisure. And’ surely Judge Rus- 
Smt, was not the author of the follow- 
ing reason: 

One reason “why no: single Justice 
has been assigned to sit continuously 
throughout the year at the Chi 
Court in New York js that the *®&hief 
Justice knows of no member of the 
court who would be willing to take 
such an assignment. 

Is it, then, a well-recognized princi- 
ple that the interests of children should 
be “sacrificed for the benefit and con- 
venience of Judges unwilling to be- 
come specialists in children's cases? 
Moreover, why should they be excused 
for not inquiring into the details of’ 
charges against juvenile delinquents? 

At first sight it would appear that, 
with sixty cases on the calendar and 
with three hours for the daily session, 
not more than three minutes can be 
devoted to each child before’ the 
court. * ® * Experience, however, 
does not justify this criticism. * * * 4 
Many devices, such @s the color and 
shape of various papers, affidavits, 
summonses, and reports, enable the 
presiding -magistrate at a glance to 
comprehend very fully the exact na- 
ture,of the matter. * * * For my- 
self, I am bold to say that I have 
never felt that any better results could 
be secured by avlarger expenditure of 
-time,

LIVING FIFTY YEARS AGO. \ 


Tella of Wages Paid and Profits 
Reaped by Capitalists. 


To the Editor of The New York Timeg: 

T was a lad in 1860, 12 years old, livitg on 
a farm in Central.New York. At that time 
men/recelved $8 a month for one year and $12 
a mionth for eight months. 

Carpenters received $1.50 a day, and worked 
from 6 A. M to 6 P, M. Employes in a cot- 
ton mill, near by,-sworked from 5 A, M. to 7 
P, M., and took pay aut of “ thestore,”” pay- 
ing 30 to 8 per cent. profit. Good-sized giris 
earned $2,560 a week and boarded themselves. 

Labor lived on pork and slept on straw beds. 

I left the 6ld farm at the age of 20, and the 
world has not gone against me. I have retired 
now, but for many years I employed from 150 
to 360 peoplé, so I have been in a position for 
fifty years * know about and be interested in 
labor. 

Labor is now simply sharing to some extent 
in the advancement of the world, and is liv- 
ing comfortably and decently, I note the ap- 
pointment of al] kinds of Commissions to ascer- 
tain the reagon for increased dst of. living; 
also, & lot Of fool talk from college professors 
and —— about the increased supply of gold 
and many other things being the cause. ~ 

The inereaged cost of labor is the sole and 
only reason for the increase. Labor now re- 
ceives from tWo to four times as much as fop- 
merly; and if one follows any product of the 
farm or of the manufacturer through the many 
handlings until ‘it ‘is delivered at the door; it 
w]Jl be easy te account for the increase in the 
cost of living.

GEN. A. SHALER DEAD 
IN HIS 84TH YEAR 


‘Distinguished Civil War Veteran 
and Long Prominent in State 
National Guard.

Gen. Alexander Shaler died this morn- 
ing at his residence, 126 Riverside Drive, 
of a complication of. diseases: due to old 
age. Gen, Shaler. was born March 19, 
1827, and ‘since 1845 has been connected 
with the National Guard in this State. He 
is a Medal of Honor mar, and has been 
distinguished for gallantry in the civil 
‘war. 

Gen. Shaler was a Major in the —— 
Regiment of the New York National 
Guard when thé war began, and was 
transferred to the First. United States 
Chasseurs afterward the Sixty- -fifth, Regi- 
ment, in 1861. Since the close of the war 
he has been identified with the National 
Gyard and was a member of the board to 
provide armories for city troops. He was 
elso connected with the organization of 
the Fire Department In Chicago and was 
@ member of the New York Board of Fire 


Commissioners in 1867-73. His last civic 
activity in New York was as President 
of the New cote Board of Health, which 
office he held in 1883. 

During the recent celebration of the fif- 
tieth anniversary of the start of the Sev- 
enth Regiment to the defense of Wash- 
ington Col. Roome, speaking of his old 
chigf, said: “ There never was a braver 
man than Gen. Shaler. He took she 
ca ie into a peninsular camp 
the best organized and equipped, I dou 
not, of any volunteered regiment in the 
War, and equal In point of efficiency of 
most of the regiments of regulars. 

“Gen, Shaler was an efficient \drill- 
master. He would have spent Canty 
four hours a day eins nol men into 
shape if that heen possible. ‘ Day 
after Rey they marched and drilled, and 
their training fell largely to Gen. Shaler.” 

Gen. Shaler moved ‘to Ridgefield, N. J., 
and was one of the founders of Hudson 
Heights and other properties in that 
vicinity. He served as the Mayor of ‘the 
Borough of Ridgefield from 1 to 1901. 

Gen. Shaler belonged to a ‘number of 
ety and patriotic societies. He was 

he President of the essociation known as 
the Union ex-Prisoners of War. 

He was a founder of the National Rifle 
Association, Commander of the Military 
Order of the Loyal Legion. a member of 
the American Geogra 3 Society, and 
United States Medal of Honor Legion,

Island’s statement for that month, issued 
yesterday, showing a loss of over $565- 
000 in gross and a slightly larger loss in 
net was some of the information on 
which the Gay’s selling of Union Pacific 
was based, These earnings are hardly 
coming by way of surprise, inasmuch 
@s some such showing has lately been 
anticipated in tho best informed banking 
quarters, but they are serving at the mvo-

Dr. Burton R. Rogers of Ames, Iowa, 
who was for a number of years an In- 
spector of meats for the United States 
Government, is trying to induce the Fed- 
éral authorities to adopt a method for 
discovering tuberculosis in cattle, which, 
he says; will result in locating all the dis- 
eased animals in the country within a 
year. His plan is to have every map who

ear. Dr. Rogers said last night: 

“Véry few hogs live longer than a year. 
A two-huhdred-pound hug is about the 
weight at which they are shipped to mar- 
ket. All of them are examined by. Gov- 
ernment Inspectors, but under the pres- 
ent. system of inspection no one knows 
where a diseased hog comes from. If this 
could be learned and immediate inspec- 
tion made of that farm every cuw tainted 
with the disease would be discovered, and 
proper restrictive methods adopted. This 
would eventually result in stamping out 


e disease. 

" Tuberculosis in hogs is not dangerous 
10 those using the meat because it is sub- 
jected to heat before being eaten, and a 
i Very little heat is wufficient to kill the 
germs. ‘But while the life of the hog is 
short, the life of the cow is comparatively 
long. There is no way of learning if a 
cow is infected with the diseabe except 
by a technical examination. And even if 
all the farmers ahd cattle raisers were 
absolutely honest, this examination would 
be made, for the reason that it requires 
an expert to make it and to know the 
precise result. 

“It is the custom to have the cattle 
and the hogs live together as close 
neighbors, and so when. a cow becomes 
diseased the hogs remain healthy but a 
short time. Now, the life of a cow is 
about ten years, and she may have tu- 
berculosis nearly all her life and nobody 
know anything of it. But a hog that 
ae lived near her for a few months 
will surely get the disease, and by the 
scheme I suggest this hog could be made 
to carry the. tale of the sick cattle to the 
Inspectors.” 

Dr. Rogers said that the products of the 
cow are prepared for the table without 
heat, and so the tuberculosis germs sine 
butter, and cheese may each be the me- 
dium by which human health and life are 
threatened He showed how rapidly 
tuberculosis in poms has grown since 
1900.

RUIN OF THE BOROUGH BANK.

Cashier Campbell, 
and Mr. Gow were all indicted following 
the failure tn 1907. The only one. tried 
was Gow. and in his case the ivry disa- 
greed. Maxwell. committed suicide at his 
home in Congress Street after being re- 
lee sed under hail.
